Province

Last week the Provincial 
budget announced $58 million 
will go towards municipalities 
for new police funding. Included 
in this announcement it was 
declared that the province will 
now pay for policing in munici¬ 
palities with populations below 
5.000 people. 

The Town of Didsbury was 
spending 2291 of their budget 
on policing, before this an¬ 
nouncement municipalities 
with a population over 2,500 
were responsible for their own 
policing costs. 

“This is big for communities 
of our size,” said Didsbury 
Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

Carstairs, who was expected 
to start paying for their polic¬ 
ing next year, is also excited 
about the news. 

“I think it’s nice that the 
government is going to pay for 
these costs, but I hope they are 
going to make more money 
available, in the near future, to 
increase the size of the 
Didsbury RCMP detachment,” 
said Carstairs Mayor Lance 
Colby. 

Colby’s comments come af¬ 
ter a presentation was made to 
Town Council approximately 
one month ago, from Didsbury 
RCMP Sgt. Gerry Tonn, who 
explained there is a huge de¬ 
mand on the local detachment, 
yet very limited resources - such 
as the number of officers.

Driver 
backed 
away from 
police 

Jail for drunk driver who 
took bar patron’s truck 

A man who hopped into an¬ 
other man’s vehicle parked out¬ 
side an Olds restaurant and 
drove off has been jailed. 

Daniel MacDermid, 21, 
pleaded guilty on March 22 to 
charges of driving with a blood 
alcohol level greater than 80 
mg per cent and taking a mo¬ 
tor vehicle without the owners 
consent. 

The accused jumped into the 
Jeep Cherokee and drove off at 
a high rate of speed, court 
heard. His actions caught the 
attention of a patrolling RCMP 
officer, who pursued the man 
and pulled him over. 

His blood alcohol level was 
determined to be 190 mg per 
cent. 

The accused has a prior 
drunk driving conviction dat¬ 
ing from June 2002, promoting 
the Crown to seek greater pun¬ 
ishment. 

The judge ordered the ac¬ 
cused jailed for 14 days and 
prohibited him from driving for 
two years. He also imposed a 
$460 fine against the accused. 

Driver backed away from 
police 

A woman who spotted an 
RCMP checkstop near Water 
Valley and then tried to evade 
it by backing away from offic¬ 
ers. has been convicted of drunk 
driving. 

Elizabeth Robertson pleaded 
guilty on March 22 to a charge 
of driving with a blood alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per 
cent. 

The accused, a Cochrane 
resident, was driving on Hwy 
579 near Water Valley on the 
night of Feb. 29 when she 
stopped the RCMP checkstop, 
set up to radar traffic on Hwy 
22, court heard. 

The officer pursued the 
woman and arrested her on 
suspicion of drunk driving. A 
breathalyzer test indicated her 
blood alcohol level was 180 mg 
per cent. 

The judge fined Robertson 
$900. plus a victim fine sur¬ 
charge of $135. She is also pro¬ 
hibited from driving for one 
year.

Tonn explained to coun¬ 
cil that there hasn’t been a 
RCMP member increase 
since 1981. although the 
numbers in the detach¬ 
ment area have dramati¬ 
cally grown - especially in 
the last five years. 

“I don’t know any other 
company that hasn’t seen 
an increase tin 23 years),” 
Tonn said, at the past 
council meeting. 

Tonn, like Colby, be¬ 
lieves that the Province 
needs to hire more officers, 
rather than just taking 
over the basic policing 
costs. 

“They may be taking a 
bigger bite and paying for 
more officers, but they still 
won't be putting any more 
officers on the street... 
which we really need,” he 
said. “We are saddled with 
some very difficult deci¬ 
sions.” 

The Province’s Solicitor 
General Heather Forsyth 
said, following the budget, 
that she too realized fight¬ 
ing crime takes more time, 
and hopes Alberta can 
keep up with their track 
record of having one of the 
lowest crime rates in 
Canada. 

“Alberta has the lowest 
crime rate in Western 


Canada and we intend to 
keep it that way,” Forsyth 
said. “Our population is 
growing, crime is getting 
more complex and police 
require more time, re¬ 
sources, skills and tech¬ 
nology to keep up with it.” 

Olds-Didsbury -Three 
Hills MLA Richard Marz 
says that he is pleased 
with the announcement of 
police funding, and says it 
should assist many local 
municipalities. 

“This announcement 
will assist many communi¬ 
ties and allow them to use 
those funds, they once 
used for policing, to pay 
for much needed projects 
in their communities,” 
Marz said. 

Didsbury will use this 
extra money to fix the rail¬ 
way tracks and put some 
into infrastructure. 

“Although we will save 
this 22 percent,” said 
Moore. “We will no longer 
get half of the provincial 
grant, and no longer get 
fine revenue.” 

Even with these loses it 
is still very much a gain 
for the Town. 

“The policing was definitely 
hurting us,” said Moore. “We 
are very pleased with this 
movement.”

Midway School given three more years

Midway School, a small 37 
student school east of 
Carstairs, has been given an 
additional three years to re¬ 
main open, at which time the 
school board will re-address the 
school to see if it would be more 
feasible for the school to be 
closed. 

The Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD) board an¬ 
nounced their verdict at a spe¬ 
cial board meeting held last 
Wednesday. The purpose of the 
meeting was to strictly debate 
the school closures for Midway 
as well as for Benalto School. 

Ian Taylor, Carstairs area 
trustee, who chaired a commit¬ 
tee which was appointed to look 
at the feasibility of Midway 
School, says the rural school 
needs to be looked at with care¬ 
ful consideration, before having 
it’s doors closed. 

“The government recognizes 
that there are just some 
schools, due to distance, that 
need to remain open out of 
necessity,” Taylor said. “In the 
case of Midway this applies, 
somewhat.” 

Taylor added that due to the 
distance that Midway is from 
an urban centre CESD has re¬ 
ceived an additional grant of 
$98,000 this year, to assist in 
the operation costs of the 
school. 

After the grant is applied to 
the operation costs CESD has 
a net cost of $51,000 for Mid¬ 
way School. 

The committee which Taylor 
chaired did look at a number 
of factors, and one of their find¬ 
ings was that there isn’t a 
shortage of students in the Mid¬ 
way School boundaries. 

“We know that there are a 
lot of children in the Midway 
area. It’s not like we don’t have 
the students to call on, so there 
is a huge opportunity to make 
this school feasible,” he said. 

Taylor explained that of the 
students that live in the Mid¬ 
way School area, and are eligi¬ 
ble to go to Midway School 
(grades one to six), there are a 
total of 69 students which 
choose to go elsewhere. 

There are 16 students which 
are home schooled, 18 which go 
to a private school, eight which 
go to school in Didsbury, 14 go 
to school in Carstairs, and 13 
students are going to schools 
run by Golden Hills School Di¬ 
vision. 

Taylor says that his commit¬ 
tee put a few recommendations 
on the table, which could in¬ 
crease the student population 
at the school. 

Currently the school has a 
population of 37 students, al¬ 
though the school has a capac¬ 
ity to hold 79 students. 

The school also has a seven 
student, private kindergarten 
running out of it - which CESD 
doesn’t take into account, be¬ 
cause they are not students 
funded by the school division. 

Taylor was the first to put a 
motion on the floor at last 
week’s board meeting which, 
stated that Midway School re¬ 
main open for an additional 
three years, at which time in

Thompson fights Paul 
Martin’s failed Child 
Pornography Legislation 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose continued his fight 
against child pornography 
today, by introducing a 
toughly worded Private 
Members’ Bill in the House 
of Commons. 

The bill, entitled AN Act 
to amend the Criminal 
Code - Protection of Chil¬ 
dren, will amend the Crimi¬ 
nal Code to eliminate artis¬ 
tic merit and public good as 
defences to a charge relat¬ 
ing to child pornography. 

“Back on October 28, 
2003 all Members of the 
House of Commons unani¬ 
mously passed my motion 
asking that our children be 
protected from further 
sexual exploitation by im¬ 


mediately eliminating all de¬ 
fences for possession of child 
pornography. I thought that 
when Paul Martin became 
Prime Minister, he would 
take this motion and intro¬ 
duce new legislation reflect¬ 
ing the will of the House,” 
said Thompson. “Unfortu¬ 
nately, after 100 days on the 
job, the best legislation he 
could come up with was a re¬ 
cycled bill that allows for 
the defence of public good.” 

“In order to once again 
hold this Prime Minister to 
account, I introduced a Pri¬ 
vate Member’s Bill, that will 
once again force the Liber¬ 
als to vote on this issue. At 
some point they have to ac¬ 
knowledge that violent writ¬ 
ings or pictures targeting 


vulnerable children, does 
not have artistic merit to 
public good,” stated 
Thompson. 

“As the Conservative par¬ 
ty’s critic of child pornog¬ 
raphy, I have viewed the 
most abhorrent pictures of 
young children, even babies 
being sexually abused. These 
pictures would haunt any 
normal person. They sicken 
me as they do all Canadi¬ 
ans,” said Thompson. 

“It is only with the out¬ 
right elimination of all de¬ 
fences that justify criminal 
possession of child pornog¬ 
raphy that our children will 
have the legal protection 
they need and deserve,” con¬ 
cluded Thompson.

County building not wanted 


Dear Editor, 

Re: Philip Coming’s 
question regarding home 
schooling to Learning 
Minister Lyle Oherg in the 
Calgary Herald, March 7, 
2004. 

There are many home edu¬ 
cating families in the Moun¬ 
tain View Region, and 
across the province for that 
matter, who were very dis¬ 
appointed and offended by 
your portrayal of home edu¬ 
cating parents and their 
children. We feel you have 
misrepresented us very un¬ 
fairly. One would expect 
you, as a school principal, 
to have a better understand¬ 
ing of the educational op¬ 
tions around him, and in 
this instance, the above av¬ 
erage performance of home 
educated children. Unfortu¬ 
nately, we feel you have 
made biased comments 
based on a very small repre¬ 
sentation of the home edu¬ 
cating community. How 
many legitimately home edu¬ 
cated children do you know 
to make such a wide sweep¬ 
ing statement that they 
“don’t have the self-disci¬ 
pline to organize their work, 
and nobody checks up on 
them”? Are you judging all 
home educators on the ba¬ 
sis of the few children you 
have come in contact with 
who have also struggled to 
succeed in the public school 
system? It is inappropriate 
to make public claims about 
any educational system 
based on a few isolated cases 
or by looking only at the 
most troubled children in 
that system. You don’t have 
to look very far to find a 
wide range of statistics and 
reports validating the suc¬ 
cess of home educated stu¬ 
dents. 

A home educating family 
is visited at least twice a 
year by a facilitator, who 
holds a bachelor of educa¬ 
tion degree. If there are con¬ 
cerns or problems, this 
facilitator will meet with the 
parents more frequently. 

We feel your comment, “A 
lot of the parents home 
schooling their children 
aren't educated themselves”, 
is inaccurate, as a large per¬ 
centage of home educating 
parents have a secondary 
education. (This being 
stated, research indicates 
that the extent of a parent’s 
education does not deter¬ 
mine the home educated 
child’s level of achievement 
on standardized tests.) 
Home educating parents 
have invested much time, en¬ 
ergy, and money into their 
children’s lives to instill not 
only a well rounded aca¬ 
demic education, but strong 
morals and character traits 
that will prepare them for 
the future and to serve their 


communities well. The love 
of and dedication to their 
children is what motivates 
parents to walk this chal¬ 
lenging and often difficult 
road. 

They ought to be 
commended instead of ridi¬ 
culed by those in positions 
of authority in our educa¬ 
tional system, which we 
would hope are striving for 
the same results. 

We ask that you investi¬ 
gate the success of the home 
education movement thor¬ 
oughly before spreading any 
more false perceptions. 
Thankfully there are a 
growing number of people in 
society who are recognizing 
the value of home education 
and the many advantages it 
affords as well as the 
achievements home edu¬ 
cated students are attaining. 
This is reflected in the fact 
that those in government po¬ 
sitions continue to support 
home education as a viable 
option. We also hope that 
those with doubts will seek 
to understand it better be¬ 
fore passing judgement. The 
Mountain View Home School 
Association would be glad to 
provide further information 
in this regard.

Safety Sign Posts have been 
helping people all over the 
Mountain View County (MVC) 
find locations in the dark for 
the past two years. 

“I’ve always had this pet 
peeve that you can’t find peo¬ 
ple’s places at night and that’s 
true in the city as well as the 
country, said Dino Siemens, 
Safety Sign Posts owner. “I 
was always going to do some¬ 
thing about it, but thought 
that the sign had to be back-lit 
and that would involve wiring 
or changing batteries and 
who’s going to do that?” 

Then while in Victoria a cou¬ 
ple of years ago, Siemens saw 
these blue & white sign posts 
everywhere. He noticed that 
they were visible both day or 
night. 

“I contacted the person set¬ 
ting them up and it was a 
young, single parent, woman 
named Jennifer Dyck,” said 
Siemens. “We worked out an 
agreement for me to use her 
idea here in Alberta.” 


Since setting up these Safety 
Sign Posts, the Siemens family 
has already used theirs twice. 
There was an RCMP road 
chase that ended in their drive¬ 
way and the officer was able to 
radio for back-up help telling 
them he was at the Siemens 
farm on Range Road 2.3. 

The second use of the sign 
was on Christmas Eve when 
Dino’s 84 year old mother was 
visiting from Saskatoon. As 
they were heading out to 
church, she tripped on the bot¬ 
tom step, falling and severely 
breaking her leg above the 
knee. They called 911 and in¬ 
structed them to go down RR 
2.3 and look for the Siemens 
sign, since almost all their 
neighbours have their signs up, 
it was easy for them to locate 
the farm. 

This coming spring MVC is 
going to start numbering each 
rural residence. The County of 
Rockyview presently uses this 
system, and Siemens is one of 
the sign providers. 

“I’m not sure at this time 
what Mountain View County is 


going to do with the numbering 
program, but numbers are in¬ 
cluded in the purchase price of 
our Safety Sign Posts,” said Sie¬ 
mens. 

Aside from signs, Safety 
Sign Posts offers two other 
safety products, a Driveway 
Alarm and a Deer Alert. The 
Driveway Alert is wireless and 
in ideal conditions good for a 
1,000 feet. It goes off when 
someone enters your property. 

“Our driveway is about 600 
feet long, and it gives us that 
added advance notice that 
someone has come on our prop¬ 
erty,” said Siemens. “Then 
we’re a bit more prepared to 
welcome them and put the cof¬ 
fee on, or call for the Mounties. 
One lady phoned and told me 
of a robbery that had taken 
place on her farm in the middle 
of the day. Her farm house is 
so sound-proof that she doesn’t 
hear cars or trucks driving on 
or off her property. She just 
happened to go out of her house 
as this man was coming out of 
her Quonset. When she asked 
him what he wanted, he said 


he was looking for gas. After he 
left, she found several things sto¬ 
len.” 

The Driveway Alarm can 
have up to three sensors on one 
receiver enabling the home 
owner to monitor more than 
one part of their property. 

The other safety item, the 
Deer Alert, is mounted inside 
the grill of your car or truck, 
with an “on/off” switch inside. 
This is not the same as the deer 
alert whistles that are mounted 
on bumpers. 

“I’ve never been able to hear 
those and so don’t know if the 
deer can either,” said Siemens. 
“Our Deer Alert can be heard. 
If you park your car and have 
forgotten to switch off the Deer 
Alert, you’ll hear it as soon as 
you open your door. It’s sends 
out a signal 103 decibels loud 
about a quarter mile ahead of 
your car to warn the deer that 
you’re coming.” 

Siemens compared the Deer 
Alert to a train whistle, when 
you are driving down the high¬ 
way and you hear a train whis¬ 
tle you’re immediately alerted 


that there’s a train nearby. 
Similarly, this warns the deer 
that a car or truck is approach¬ 
ing and they’re less likely to be 
startled and jump in front of 
you. 

Presently Siemens is re¬ 
searching a back-up alarm. 

“People have backed into 
cars, poles and even children," 
said Siemens. “A back-up alarm 
will warn the driver how close 
he or she is to hitting some¬ 
thing within six and eight feet 
of the car.” 

There are two models they are 
considering. One gives a series of 
“beeps” that get louder and more 
frequent the closer you are to the 
object behind your car. The other 
is a female voice saying. “Sue feet, 
five feet, four feet, etc.” 

“Half the people we surveyed 
liked the beep and half liked the 
voice,” said Siemens. “We’re still 
researching this and will probably 
bring in both giving the custom¬ 
ers a choice.”

QUESTION: I hear so much about communicating 
with our children and making sure we stay on the same 
wavelength. How can J do that during the teen years? 
BF. 

DOBSON: You can expect communication to be very 
difficult for several years. 1 have said that adolescence is 
sometimes like a tornado. Let me give you a better anal¬ 
ogy. This time of life reminds me in some ways of the 
very early space probes that blasted off from Cape 
Canaveral in Florida. I remember my excitement when 
Col. John Glenn and the other astronauts embarked on 
their perilous journeys into space. It was a thrilling time 
to be an American. People who lived through those years 
will recall that a period of maximum danger occurred as 
each spacecraft was re-entering the Earth’s atmosphere. 
The flier inside was entirely dependent on the heat shield 
on the bottom of the capsule to protect him from tem¬ 
peratures in excess of 1,000 degrees Fahrenheit. If the 
craft descended at the wrong angle, the astronaut would 
be burned to cinders. At that precise moment of anxiety, 
negative ions would accumulate around the capsule and 
prevent all communication with the Earth for approxi¬ 
mately seven minutes. The world waited breathlessly for 
news of the astronaut’s safety. Presently, the reassuring 
voice of a man named Chris Craft would break in and 
say: “This is Mission Control. We have made contact 
with Friendship Seven. Everything is A-OK. Splashdown 
is imminent.” Cheers and prayers went up in restau¬ 
rants, banks, airports, and millions of homes across the 
country. Even CBS news anchor Walter Cronkite seemed 
relieved. The application to the teen years should be ap¬ 
parent. After the training and preparation of childhood 
are over, a pubescent youngster marches out to the 
launching pad. His parents watch apprehensively as he 
climbs aboard a capsule called adolescence and waits for 
his rockets to fire. His father and mother wish they could 
go with him, but there is room for just one person in the 
spacecraft. Besides, nobody invited them. Without warn¬ 
ing, the mighty rocket engines begin to roar and the 
“umbilical cord” falls away. “Liftoff! We have liftoff!” 
screams the boy’s father. Junior, who was a baby only 
yesterday, is on his way to the edge of the universe. A 
few weeks later, his parents go through the scariest ex¬ 
perience of their lives: They suddenly lose all contact 
with the capsule. “Negative ions” have interfered with 
communication at a time when they most want to be 
assured of their son’s safety. Why won’t he talk to them? 
This period of silence lasts much longer than a few min¬ 
utes, as it did with John Glenn and friends. It may con¬ 
tinue for years. The same kid who used to talk a mile a 
minute and ask a million questions has now reduced his 
vocabulary to nine monosyllabic phrases. They are: “I 
dunno,” “Maybe,” “I forget,” “Huh?”, “No!”, “Nope,” 
“Yeah,” “Who me?” and “He did it.” Otherwise, only 
“static” comes through the receivers — groans, grunts, 
growls and gripes. What an apprehensive time it is for 
those who wait on the ground! Years later, when Mis¬ 
sion Control fears the spacecraft has been lost, a few 
scratchy signals are picked up unexpectedly from a dis¬ 
tant transmitter. The parents are jubilant as they hover 
near their radio. Was that really his voice? It is deeper 
and more mature than they remembered. There it is again. 
This time the intent is unmistakable. Their spacey son 
has made a deliberate effort to correspond with them! 
He was 14 years old when he blasted into space and now 
he is nearly 20. Could it be that the negative environ¬ 
ment has been swept away and communication is again 
possible? Yes. For most families, that is precisely what 
happens. After years of quiet anxiety, parents learn to 
their great relief that everything is A-OK onboard the 
spacecraft. The “splashdown” occurring during the early 
20s can then be a wonderful time of life for both genera¬ 
tions.

12’s graduation ceremonies. 

The grade 10 students per¬ 
suaded the grade 12 students 


to allow them to help out, and 
they added an extra $1 onto the 
meal tickets, which will all be 
donated to the local beef sector. 

Scott MacDonald, who 
teaches the grade 10 students 
science and math, says that he 
and Hibbard are both extremely 
proud of the students. 

“We all felt it was a good 


idea, just because of the last 
year with the BSE crisis and 
all of that,” MacDonald said. 

Aside from assisting with 
last week’s beef luncheon the 
students are also busy selling 
tickets for $5 each for a side of 
beef. 

The draw date for the side 
of beef will be April 5.

NEIGHBORHOOD 
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Dear family and 
friends. 

Last Sunday I went to 
‘the bush’ to a new church 
that has recently been 
started. It was a two hour 
drive from Jos, most of it 
on dirt roads that are more 
rock and washboard than 
smooth. I was sitting in the 
back of the van on the 
jump seat so felt all the 
bumps quite well. We 
drove through many little 
villages, past rocky areas 
where monkeys live, 
across a river until we left 
Plateau State and entered 
Kaduna State. There we 
found a beautiful paved 
road. Unfortunately, we 
only stayed on it for about 
a kilometer before turning 
off onto a dirt road again. 
A few minutes off the dirt 
road and we were at the 
“church”. 

One family in the area 
really wanted a church 
there. The father put ac¬ 
tions to his dream by 
building the foundation 
for a church building. He 
kept praying and hoping 
that some day someone 
would come to start a 
church in the area and he 
would be ready for them. 
When this became known 
to the Bowmans, they 
went out to investigate the 
situation. Soon, with the 
help of a Nigerian pastor, 
they held their first serv¬ 
ice. About 25 people came 
to the first service. Clint 
Bowman does not go out 
every Sunday to the 
church but Reverend 
Samaila does. In fact, Clint 
was in the States for three 
weeks because his father- 
in-law passed away. Rever¬ 
end Samaila has been 
holding services there for 
about six weeks and last 
Sunday there were about 
sixty people. Cement 
blocks with rough boards 
laid across them serve as 
the pews. Traditional in¬ 
struments accompany the 
enthusiastic singing. 
While we were there, the 
Woman’s Group was or¬ 
ganized and a director and 
an assistant were commis¬ 
sioned. 

We had Sunday School 
with everyone together. 
The worship service fol¬ 
lowed immediately after¬ 
wards and lasted about 
two hours, but I didn’t re¬ 
ally notice the time. Al¬ 
most everything was done 
in Hausa with a very brief 
summary in English for 
my sake. I haven’t used my 
Hausa much so I did not 
understand a lot of what 
was said, but with the sum¬ 
maries to keep me on track 
I was able to understand 
some. After the service 
Clint and Reverend 
Samaila met with those 
wanting to be baptized. 
There were about a dozen 
people. After a few weeks 
of instruction they will 
hold a baptism service at 
the river nearby, if they

1 pkg. frozen shredded hash brown potatoes, thawed 
1 can condensed Cheddar cheese soup undiluted 
1 pound ground beef 
3 celery ribs, chopped 
1 medium onion, chopped 
1 can (8 ounces) tomato sauce 

1 jar (6 ounces) sliced mushroom, drained 
1-1/4 tsp. chili powder 

3/4 tsp. seasoned salt 
1/2 tsp. garlic powder 
1/4 tsp. pepper 

2 cups (8 ounces shredded Coolly-Monterey Jack cheese 

In large bowl, combine the hash browns and soup. Spread into 
a greased 15 in. X 10 in. x 1 in. baking pan. Bake at 400 degrees 
for 30 minutes. 

Meanwhile, in a large skillet, cook the beef, celery and onion 
over medium heat until meat is no longer pink and vegetables are 
tender; drain.

Champion Swim Coach to lead Aqua Jets to Victory

“There’s a lot of parents 
that know about my swimming 
history,” says Miller who swam 
with the Olds Swim Club during 
the summer of ‘92.

also rest a lot and take time to 
enjoy the sport.” 

Miller credits his success in 
the sport thus far to a firm belief 
in discipline and dedication. It 
was these very qualities, in fact, 
that lead him to break the 100 m 
backstroke record early on in his 
career while swimming with the 
Olds Marlins. 

“We moved to Calgaiy shortly 
after that and 1 ended up excel¬ 
ling in swimming...taking the 
100 nr Provincial Freshly record 
by the time I was about 15.” 

Miller, now 26, still competes 
at the Masters level and contin¬ 
ues to train an average of two to 
three hours daily to keep fit. “For 


me, there's a lot of emotion tied to 
the sport of swimming,” says 
Miller. “I like coaching because the 
older 1 get the more 1 am begin¬ 
ning to appreciate the finer quali¬ 
ties of being active and keeping an 
active lifestyle....to me if you exer¬ 
cise every day, you’re already a 
hero.” 

Miller will be commuting from 
his home in the Bearspaw area to 
fulfill his coaching duties with the 
Aqua Jets, a factor he says won’t 
hamper his dedication to the team. 

“I was coaching previous to 
this at the Talon Center in Cal¬ 
gary which took basically the same 
amount of time to drive to, so this 
won’t be so bad. Anyway, it’s kind 


of like returning to my roots com¬ 
ing back to this area and coaching 
swimming. It’s where I first began 
swimming competitively.” 

Anyone wishing to meet Miller 
in person can do so this weekend 
at the Didsbuiy Trade Show. “I’ll 
be there at the booth if anyone 
wants to come over and talk about 
what’s in store for the Club this 
year,” says Miller. “My goal is to 
run the best summer club in the 
province and get the most out of 
each swimmer.”

Pastor Mohns also points out 
that while each tells the story of 
the final hours of Jesus' life on 
earth, the Easter Story presen¬ 
tation is told from the vantage 
point of those who interacted with 
Jesus and what their feelings and 
perceptions were, rather than 
those of Jesus alone. “Those who 
have seen the movie would re¬ 
ceive a good deal of information 
about the sacrifice whereas we 
tend to focus more on the resur¬ 
rection,” Pastor Mohns says add¬ 
ing, “The Easter story we tell is 
actuiilly told through the eyes of 
those who were witnesses to the 
crucifixion and resurrection ;uid 


reveals the impact this had on their 
life.” 

The Easter Story, Pastor 
Mohns believes, offers a very posi¬ 
tive, timely and (most of all) fam¬ 
ily-friendly presentation. "People 
are faced with so much uncer¬ 
tainty these days...Being witness 
to the hope and joy Christ has 
given us - along with his immense 
sacrifice presents an inspirational 
message. It’s a small way that we 
can help the community deal with 
all that has been happening 
around us.” 

Pastor Rob Mohns is not only 
appearing in the play, hut will once 
again bo consulting with produc- 
tion crews and overseeing the 
scripting and directional duties. 


“Practically every member of our 
congregation is involved in this 
presentation in one form or an¬ 
other.” says Mohns. “It is our hope 
that each person will find their 
part in the retelling of this very 
significant story." 

Each year approximately 70 par¬ 
ticipants work as actors, actresses, 
crew members and last-minute vol¬ 
unteer's to make the presentation 
a success. 

The Easter Story production, 
Pastor Mohns explains, actually 
began as a “Reader’s Theater” per- 
formance put on bv the Church’s 
Youth Group during a Lenten 
Service. Today, that same congre¬ 
gation continues to host the “amaz¬ 
ing story of Jesus’ resurrection” 


to crowds of up to 200 people per 
night - sometimes more. 

Pastor Mohns is grateful for 
the continual rise in popularity for 
the annual performance. "...More 
and more people want to know 
about the significance of Easter 
and how Jesus’ death ;urd resur¬ 
rection has impacted the world," 
he says, adding that audiences 
often find it a very powerful expe¬ 
rience to sit through. 

Admission to the Easter Stoiy 
presentation is free each night. 
“Everyone is welcome to attend, 
and see what the true meaning of 
Easter is really all about.” For 
more information about the play, 
please contact the Church office 
at 335-3161.

Brandon Vickerd is a 
Calgary metal artist who talks 
about “entrophy being the 
measurable amount of disor¬ 
der within any system.”

received his Masters of Fine 
Art in 2001 from the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria. He also held 
teaching positions at these 
schools, as well as at Studio 
Leonardi in Querceta, Italy. 
Many sclo and group exhibi¬ 
tions and awards later, his 
work is still making the circuit 
and will be shown in Nova 
Scotia and Ontario locations 
over the next few months. 

Aside from spending 30-40 
hours per week in his studio, 
Brandon works full-time at 
Heavy industries in Calgary.

In his studio, a deer skel¬ 
eton stands on a wood plat¬ 
form, is head lowered. When 
powered, the head moves 
back and forth and the horns 
rub along the floor. A cable 
runs the length of its spine 
and each vertebra is held to 
the next with screws to en¬ 
able movement along the 
back, controlled by a type of 
‘joy-stick’ box. Fine-tuning is 
an on-going activity and 
Brandon is working on incor¬ 
porating a computer circuit 
so the piece will move inde¬ 
pendently. He would also like 
to achieve more specific 
movement in the back end of

the deer. 

He points to a metal 
branch leaning against a wall 
and talks about the role en¬ 
vironment plays on form. “I 
found this branch on the 
ground. It was taken out of 
context once it was cut from 
the tree and I have no way of 
knowing why it grew the way 
it did - why this one branch 
bends more than the others. 
Why one side has more 
branches than the other. Was 
it lack of light, was it 
crowded by something in its 
environment?” Not all pieces 


are powered, but all pieces 
are produced to draw atten¬ 
tion to the ‘flaws and as¬ 
sumptions in reality’. “From 
a distance, you can think it is 
perfect and a real branch; as 
you get closer to it you see it 
is made of metal and if you 
compare the sculpture to the 
original you observe the dif¬ 
ference in the details.” 

A metal tree, complete 
with root system, will be on 


display at the Art Show. You 
can enjoy some of Brandon’s 
other works through a com¬ 
puter slide show presenta¬ 
tion. “The most enjoyable part 
of any exhibition I attend is talk¬ 
ing to people. I am truly inter¬ 
ested in their response and there 
are no right or wrong opinions 
about art.” Talk to the artist; ask 
him the story of the tree. Making 
sense of chaos might be possible 
after all!
